The point of comparison is not only the number three; 
but all the three there, are individually compared with 
all the three here, srfrisrr is compared to the Ganga, for 
like the river, it is also the life and support of the other 
two. Similarly ^groTT stands in comparison to the 
Yamuna, for both of them directly depend for their 
life upon another, namely the srfrrsrr and Gangs

satisfactorily explained unless we have su^Rr^TPirC 
as a distinct power of words.(l) 

We have seen above how tl e problems relating 
to the powers of words have been treated 
eimilwtopic‘ ^y our philosophers. With the establish- 
ment of and as necessary but 

indirect functions of words, there came to be felt a want 
of handy books treating of this subject as a whole. 
Mukula Bhatta wipte his 2) but as 

it represented the older view and consequently was 
one -aided, it could not satisfy all. Mammata’s 

is an excellent epitome. But it reads 
like a summary, and in fact it is a summary, of the 
discussions contained in his sfrTSUSr^PTT I Appaya 
Dik?ita commenced his excellent frvrarraq&(3)i but 
could not unfortunately complete it. Had it contained 
even the third chapter on su^RT, would 

have been the best work on this subject. There are 
many other monographs such as frei^rftnrT of Kr- 
¥$a Bhatta(4) but as they are still in MSS, we do not 
know what they are. Asadhara, before he wrote 
had done full justice to this subject in his 
and in its commentary called

It may be called grammatico-rhetorical or 
still more appropriately grammatico-philosophieo-rheto- 
rical. It is really surprising why Dr. DeandMr, Kaije 
did not notice in their excellent works on Hindu 

Poetics. The latter does mention but wholly 

omits the name of BruTorfJT i Perhaps the reason is 
that they could not see the MS. They only consulted 
Catalogues where it is classed under grammatical works. 
The peculiar advantage which n&frrarf has over others 
of its class is that it is at once both learned and 
simple. The author, fully conscious of the difficulties 
which a student has to face, tries to handle the sub- 
ject in a very scientifically simple way. He does not, 
however, disappoint learned scholars. He refers here 
and there to various theories held by logicians and 
others. He quotes with deference the views of 
*rrtj and many others. He 

divides his work according to the three topics into 
three chapters. Under each chapter he cites many 
examples from standard works such as sfosj and ftrcrsf 
f j illustrate his dissertation. Unlike many others he 
never makes a parade of his learning. He cares more 
to be clear than to be learned. 

XI THE AUTHOR. V 

Among writers on Hindu poetics, there have been 
two persons who go by the name of A£§dh&r&<{l)

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TMs similarity in their names has led some scholars

One of them dates 
Ms Tri|a?thismrti-caiidrika in 1296,(5) while the other 
is a commentator of Appaya Dik ? ita and quotes Bhatto- 
ji Dlk?ita’s Siddha nta Kaumudi. The older A^dhara 
speaks of himself as the son of Sallak ? nn a an d born in 
Vygghreravala family. He was a Jaina teacher and 
wrote besides many other Works, a commentary ah 
Rudratas Kavy&lahkara. 

The A&tdhara, with whom we are concerned here, 
is the younger one. Who and what he was, where and 
when he lived-these are questions which are, as in the 
case of many others, never perhaps to be answered with 
any degree of satisfaction. He speaks of bimselfasthe 
son of Ramaji Bhatta and a pupil of DharaQidhara.(6) 
These two are still less known. For Ms father, he

kara$a, Nyaya and Mlm&ftsa with his fattier and poet- 
ics with Ms guru, Dh&raijLrdhara. He might have 
been an inhabitant of Gujarat, for it is there that most 
of his works have been noticed(2). 

He does not date any of his known works. He is 
quoted by a certain J anardana(3), who is as little known 
as himself. Thus we find that in determining his date 
we are wholly to depend upon the internal evidence. 
He is the author of AkAkara Dipika, a well-known 
commentary upon Appaya Dlk$ita’s Kuvalayananda. 
App&ya's date is well-nigh settled,(4) He fiotti^WL 
in the latter half of the 16th ®nd : thk first quarter of 
the 17th century. More over, our author quotes Bha* 
ttoji flik^ita's Siddh&nta K^aumudi. Bhattoji undoubte- 
dly belongs to the first half of the 17th century.(5) 
There is every possibility that our author knew Yaiys- 
kara^a Bhutan a of Konda Bhatta. The position of 
Vaiyakaranas with regard to sn^ft criticised by Ag&- 
dhara is no doubt that of Ko$da Bhatta.(6; As&dhara 
has most probably taken the definition of Skktf from

The time of-Kcmda Bhatta, 
who was a nephew to Bhattoji Dik s ita, is the middle 
of the 17th eeDtury,(2) We may, therefore, take the 
middle of the 17th century as the upper limit of A&- 
dharas dufce. 

Now, let us see how far we can settle the lower 
limit of our author’s date. His Kovidananda is dated 
by the scribe of the MS in 1783 S'aka(1861 A. D}(3). 
A MS of e^|jrc^rrWT the commentary upon the

Thus we find that by the middle of the l^fch century, 
the author was widely known. For becoming 
so much popular, his works must have taken more

Th.ua it becomes 
quite clear that the new development brought in 
by N&gesa in grammar-philosophy was wholly un- 
known to Al&dhara. The date of Nigela gives us 
therefore the other limit of Asadhara’s date* Nagela 
was living in the last quarter of the 17th and the 
first quarter of the 18th century(2). The works of 
Hsgesa Bhatta became quite popular even in his 
fife' time. Be was held in great honour by a good 
many princes* He was invited by the Maharaja 
of Jayapura on the occasion of a great sacrifice but 
he courteously refused the invitation(d). Under Such 
circumstances, we are to suppose that isadliara might 
have been a little prior to N&geia, or, as’ is perhaps 
bidr© probable, his senior contemporary.

The small work of Asadhara Bhatta called Trive^ikji- 
wlweh is, presented herewith, is based on two manus- 
cripts designated here as 37 and W-

Library, Benares, It is written on old country 
paper in Devanagari characters. It consists of 18 
leaves measuring 10” x in size with 11 lines on each 
page and with 30 letters in each litre on the average. 
The scribe seems to have been an ordinary person, for 
fe# commits here and there a number of obvious gram- 
matical mistakes. 'These are -so transparent that it 
Was wholly useless to note them in the foot-notes. The 
thaiiuscript is, however, In a very good condition' add 
this fact undoubtedly reflects a great credit upon the 
management in the above mentioned Library.

This manuscript belongs to myself. It is a trans- 
cript of a manuscript belonging to a certain Pandit 
of Benares who can not now be found out. A 
friend of mine got it copied for me. As I never then 
thought that I might be called upon to edit this work *
